The religious observance of C hrist­ 
m as started Sunday in the churches, 
and a number of them had their pro­

From a commercial standpoint the 
holiday 
season this year has 
been

Butler, formerly lo­ 
cated at the Paradise Protectory, near 
Abbottstown, and widely

the British Army that 
recently took 
Jerusalem. 
Rev. 
Fr. 
Butler preached in St. Francis Xavier 
church 
a number of times, 
during 
his residence at Paradise, and several 
times assisted in the conduct of mis­ 
sions here. 
He also 
spoke at 
the 
Catholic Memorial 
Day services in 
the cemetery several years ago. 
F a th e r Butler is now a chaplain in 
the British Army and he was assigned 
to General Allenby'g forces which re­ 
cently took possession of Jerusalem. 
He is a m em ber of the York Council, 
Knights of Columbus, which last week 
completed its campaign 
to raise a 
war fund of $5000, the presence of 
the priest in the trium phant British 
arm y lending special zest to the work. 
Like all the other chaplains Father 
Butler is subjected to constant dan­ 
ger, and the fac t that Jerusalem has 
fallen does riot mean that this danger 
is past. 
A dispatch from london to­ 
day states: 
“ Since the Turks 
were 
driven out of 
Jerusalem they have 
beent conducting guerilla w arfare to 
the north and east of the city, split­ 
ting up into numerous sfnall bodies 
to attack British 
outposts, to 
snipe 
patrols and generally to mnk * them ­ 
selves unpleasant, says Re,,tt-r's cor­ 
respondent at Jerusalem , telegraph, 
ing under date of Decern ber 16.

der’s statem ent on th** subject.

says: 
“ You have before you a sheet show*- 
ing the classification th a t 
must 
be 
accomplished. 
W ithout 
permitting 
yourselves, for the moment, 
to he 
appalled 
by 
the magnitude 
of the 
task, 
I ask you to suppose that the 
10,000,000 registrants 
in the United 
States have 
been 
segregated 
into 
these five classes. 
In Class I 
we 
shall then have, in every community, 
immediately 
available for 
military 
service single men and a few married 
men whose removal will not disturb 
the reasonably adequate of their sup­ 
port of their dependents. 
In the in­ 
dustrial and agricultural aspect, 
we 
shall segregate into this class, 
men 
who 
have not especially fitted them ­ 
selves for industrial o r agricultural 
pursuits so that 
our only incursion 
into the labor supply will affect but 
a small percentage 
of unskilled la­ 
bor. 
“ In Class ll we find men who can 
be taken without disturbing the sup­ 
port of any dependent and, as I shall 
presently show you, if the necessity 
(ff drawing on Class II arrives, 
we 
must demand even 
from agriculture 
and industry an adjustm ent 
to 
re­ 
place a small percentage of skilled 
labor affected by the draft men who, 
while occupying 
no pivotal 
or im ­ 
portant position, can serve industry 
or agriculture better than unskilled 
men. 
“ Should increase beyond ( lass II, 
it would mean that the nation would 
have to begin 
to commit 
itself 
to 
hardship anti to an adjustm ent 
in 
agriculture and industry to meet the 
paramount necessity. 
We take 
in 
Class 111 a very small class of p er­ 
sons u|»on wlh>m others are depen­ 
dent for support, but we do not break 
up the closest and most sacred of the 
family relationships. 
We also invade 
the field of agriculture and industry 
to the extent of taking, in the small 
percentage affected, men who have 
specialized themselves or who occupy 
rather pivotal positions. 
“ In Class IV we find the men whom 
we shall take as a last resort. 
Before 
that class is reached it is perfectly 
safe to say th at by the addition of 
other classes, say those who have a t­ 
tained 21 since registration day and 
perhaps adding the classes of 18 and 
19 and 20 year old men, we shall have 
included two or three million more to 
our available list, 
and thus have 
save*! Class IV. 
“ Class V comprises the field of ab­ 
solute exempts.” 


Nine hundred 
and

Army is Reorganized and with Excel­ 
lent New Equipment will Resist All 
Enemy Efforts. 


With the French Armies in North­ 
ern Italy, Dec. 24—Unexpectedly balk­ 
ed in their march toward the plain by 
the loss of the Monte Asolone posi­ 
tions within 24 hours after they had 
captured them, the Austro-German 
forces are concentrating heavily, ac­ 
cording to all available reports, north 
and north-east of this important ap­ 
proach to dominating Monte Grappa. 
A new and unprecedentedly vigorous 
onslaught on the harriers to the plains 
is expected soon, not only at Grappa 
itself, but on the Asiago Plateau, and 
possibly the Lower Piave, where en­ 
emy troop 
concentrations 
also are 
recorded. 


Although expert opinion appears to 
be approaching unanimity 
that the 
Austrians 
have given 
up hope 
of 
breaking through the Italian lines at 
present so far us 
to force 
another 
great retreat, all available informa­ 
tion indicates the 
enemy wants to 
achieve another big success by cap­ 
turing all peaks 
commanding the 
plain and would vastly prefer a posi­ 
tion at 
the northern 
limit of 
the 
plain, at least, where climatic condi­ 
tions would favor 
his troops while 
possession of the peaks would enable 
him to control the enemy for miles in 
front of them. 


Even a cursory visit to the Grappa 
sector, however, is sufficient 
to re­ 
veal 
convincingly how very far the 
enemy is from achieving 
these ob­ 
jectives and how formidable the Ital­ 
ian positions are—backed 
up by 
a 
rejuvenated army, 
thoroughly reor­ 
ganized and re-equipped 
and whose 
spirit was shown by 
the 
counter­ 
attack which recaptured the great 
Asolone positions. Immediately after 
the regaining of the Asolone heights 
it was found possible to proceed to a 
vantage point slightly south and west 
of Grappa and almost due south of 
Asolone, which at the time was being 
vinously bombarded with shrapnel by 
the enemy who had 
lost 
it a few 
hours before. 
Had the enemy been 
able to hold it and conquer it Monte 
Coston, between it and Monte Grappa, 
which latter is the enemy’s objective 
as the completely 
dominating 
posi­ 
tion of the entire range, this key posi­ 
tion would have been seriously menac­ 
ed. 


Their

the 
Austro- 
German forces from the plain they 
are seeking, but makes their progress 
toward it extremely difficult now that 
the weather conditions, 
unfavorable 
for several days, are rapidly increas­ 
ing in severity.
